DDCI Bi'iefing of Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence Staffers - 14 October I97G 


1. Five of the Committee staff members are planning to attend 
the orientation session tomorrow. The staffers are: 

a. Dr. Stanley Taylor - Senator Cam's designee. 

In the early 1970's, Stan worked in a Utah Congressman's 
office. He left to become an instructor at Brigham. Young 
University (I believe his field is Political Science), His’ 
primary interest on the Select Committee will be the study on 
the quality of intelligence being conducted by the Subcommittee 
on Intelligence Collection, Production and Quality. He will also 
likely be involved in the work of the Subcommittee on Intelligence 
and Rights of Americans. 

b. Mark Gitonstein - Senator B idea 's desUmoe. 

He worked on the Church Committee staff, 

believes primarily in the area of the FBI. .Senator Biden's 
Committee assignments will likely involve Cite astern in the 
work of the Subcommittee on Intelligence and Rights of Americans 
and the Subcommittee on Charters and. Guidelines. 

c. Tom Connaughton - Senator Bayh's designee. 

He lias no previous intelligence exposure. lie transferred to 
the Select Committee from Senator Bayh's personal staff. 

Tom is likely to be involved in the work of the Subcommittee on 
Intelligence and Rights of Americans which Senator Rayh chairs 
and the Subcommittee on Charters and Guidelines. Thus far, 
the Rights of Americans Subcommittee has dealt almost exclusively 
with the FBI. 

d. Martin Gold •- Senator Hatfield's designee. 

He. has no previous intelligence experience and apparently 
transferred to the Select Committee from Senator Hatfield's 
personal staff. Gold will. likely be involved with the Subcommittee 
on Budget and the Subcommittee on Charters and Guidelines.

about change in the Agency's mission and how the Agency might change 
to meet these challenges. 
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
